THE BATTLE OF THE RAILROADS. 

For weeks past coluq^o after column of 
all the daily papers has been filled with 
the details ol the “Great Erie M'ar;" half 
the judges of half the courts of the city, 
county, and even of the State have been 
bu!-y issuing attachments, certiorari writs, 
mandamuses, orders to show cause, and 
all soils of other frightful weapons ot of- 
fense and defense drawn from the musty 
arsenals of law, the Legislatures anil 
Senates of two States have hurried with 
railroad speed and railroad recklessness 
into passing laws suited to the occasion or 
to the wants and wishes of whichever par- 
ty had their sympathy; quiet rural towns 
of New Jersey have been startled 'oy the 
din of war; millions of money Inv-.- butn 
carried out of the city and State to 
“places of safety;" a large part of the 
business of the city has been brought to a 
sfendstill; hundreds of millions of prop- 
erty have been depreciated live and ten 
per cent in one week; ftie Governni ut of 
the United States, represented by the Sec- 
re*aiy tf the Trea.sury, has had to ioter- ! 
fere to prevent a bunk pauic— and all |

The most important mil most profit I'jl t j 
railroad traffic in the United Stoles is that ] 
between New York city and the great ' 
West. The advantages of water transpor- I 
tatiou by way of the great lakes, although ' 
available only in summer, have given a ' 
preponderating share of this trafiio to the I 
lines of road connecting with the outlets j 
of the great water basins at, or near, Riif- { 
falo in the State of New York; ami this j 
preponderance they manage by means of I 
other railroad connections to retain ni all 
season.s of the year, in spite of the com- j 
petition of other lines, whose in.a'.ifficient 
wealth, power, influence, and organization 
do cot enable them to reap the fruits of 
their better location. The great freight 
business of the We.U with New York, trte 
East, and even parts of the .South is thus 
done over the lines that connect the east- 
ern end of Lake Erie wiih New York city. 
Of these there are two, one running in a 
southeasterly line through New YorkState 
and New .lersey to Jersey City,* called 
the Erie Railroad, and the other called 
the New York Central railroad, running 
from the lake almost due east to Albany, 
where it divides, as it were, into two 
branches to connect with New York city, 
the latter resp-'^clivtly called the Hudson 
River and the New York and Harlem. Of 
all the many outrageously mismanaged 
roads of the United States, the worst man- 
aged of all until a few years ago was 
probably the New York and Harlem, run- 
ning from Albany to New York a few 
miles to the east of the Hudson River 
lice. Fraud had conspired with misman- 
agement to bring the road into disrepute, 
complicated lawsuits, an unusual number 
of severe accidents, unsuccessful competi- 
tion, and a variety of other ailments, 
brought it very low and to the point of 
bankruptcy. Up to this time there is 
nothing uncommon in the history of the 
Harlem road or different from that of 
fifi.v other roads. Rut now an event oc- 
curs which marks an era iu the history of 
railroads generally, and forms the starting 
poiut of the great Erie warfare. 

Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt, a gentleman 
who had acquired a great fortune by the 
skill and economy with w'cich he had for 
many years managed large steamship 
lines, conceived the idea of applying the 
same rules of conduct to the Harle-m Rail- 
road. He purchased at a comparative!}' 
nominal figure a large portion of the Har- 
lem shares, induced Lis friends to do the 
same, and et the next shareholders’ meet- 
ing causid himself and his friends to be 
elt cled directors of the company, assnm 
icglimseir the entire personal luanagt- 
ment of the road. The result was sooa 
apparent: legularity and order took the 
rince of delays and confusion, economy 
the place of waste; residents along the 
line and senders of freight soon perceived 
the difference, the business of theroal 
rapidly increa.«ed and became more p.-of- 
itable, the stock began to pay a regular 
dividend, has done so ever since, and is 
now scarcely ever seen in the market. 

The continued success and prosperity 
of the Harlem road depended, however, 
in a large measure upon the share of the 
fo-ealled through freight which it might 
be able to secure. A large part of the 
great Western trade is brought East to 
Albany, and taken West from Albany by 
the New York Central road. The rela- 
tions of the latter with the Hudson River 
line were so intimate, and the de- 
termination of the Hudson River line to 
retain this important tra.fflc so great, 
only a ruinous reduction of freights 
on the part of the Harlem road 
could have caused a portion of the 
through freight to be secured to it. The 
policy of ordinary railroad managers 
would probably have induced Mr. V'ander- 
bilt to attempt the competition by a re- 
daction ol freig’sts, and thus to ruin his 
road in the hope of increasing its income. 
Rut his policy was a different one. He 
adopted the bold measure of himself buy- | 
irg the Hudson River road and settling 
all disputes about dividing the freight by 
securing the whole. Ilis own great wealth, 
further increased by the great addition to 
the value of the llaricm road, and the 
wealth of many friends encouraged by for- 
mer success to join him in any enter- 
pri.-:e, made the purchase of the Hudson 
River road comparatively easy. Its shares 
were quietly bought in the market until 
J Mr. Vanderbilt and bis friends owned the 
majority of the stock; and at the next 
subsequent sharehouh rs' inerting these 
gentlemen eleetud themselves directors of 
the road, which iheiiceforth was submit- 
ted to the same system of management 
which had brought success out of the 
wrecks o*^lI.ir!em. Not only was the line 
worked with the same energy, order, and 
economy, hut an and was put to the 
injurious competition between the two 
lines for the freight going to and from 
Albany over the New York Central; and 
the Hudson River road, although reasona- 
bly well managed before, improved great- 
ly in value and prosperity. This junction 
of interests, however beneficial to the 
shcreholders of Harlem aal Hudson Riv- 
er, Wi*8 not much relished by the New 
Yoi l; Central road, which saw the control 
of its two principal connections wi'h 
N w Ytrk city pass into llij bauds 
cf fti> owner, powerful, wealthy, 
u’.'e, and not accustomed to see the inter- 
c.'ts tl'at be represents sacrificed to any 
consideration. Whereas formerly the two 
r< fds running from Albany to New York 
lul milted to every exaction which the 
overwhelmingly influential Central chose 
to demand, now the Central had to submit 
to dictation, or loSe its connection with 
New York. The struggle was severe and 
prclraclcd. Rut finding that nothing was 
gained by the fight, Mr. Vanderbilt once 
more adopted the same policy as before, 
and proceeded to gain possession of the 
entire line of the New Vork Central by 
gradually buying up between himself and 
ilis friends the majority of the stock of 
this important and extensive road, voting 
Limselfinto the presidency, and assuming 
the entire and direct control of all its af- 
fairs. Many of the old stockholders of the 
read, seeing the success of Mr. Vander- 
bilt's management of the other two lines, 
and dissatisfied with the former direction, 
wLich was openly charged wiiU corruptioii 
and extravagance, became Lis warmest 
supporters, while his former succi’s.sss had 
creuteda host of devoted adherents who 
saw a certainty of profit in whatever en- 
terprise he might choose to inaugurate. 
Nor have they so far been disappointed in 
their expectations, for the Central, like 
the Hudson and Harlem, has prospered 
greatly. 

So tar the undivided control of this 
large and immensely important railroad 
property confided to one able man had 
proved extremely advantageous to all par- 
ties interested, but there is no food like 
power “to make the appetite grow with 
what it feeds on." Neither the habits 
of Mr. Vanderbilt, nor the suppos- 
ed interests of the roads under his 
control, make competition bearable. Yet 
we have seen that tor the valuable traffic 
from the Lakes to New York there are 
two (ompetitors — the roads controlled by 
Mr. Vanderbilt on one side and the Erie 
Railroad on the other. Not only does the 
Erie compete with the Central by means 
of its immense capital and organization, 
but it has the advantage of being, like the 
Central, almost entirely controlled by one 
man, whose influence over some of the 
imiortaut Western lines connecting with 
boih the Erie and the Central enables him 



to divert from the latter to the former a 
large part of the trade from the West. 
This state of affairs could produce but one 
result; a fierce competition, which led to 
nothing but loss for all parties; and next 
a determined attempt on the part of 
Mr. ^ anderbilt to end competition in 
the same way as he had done before, 
by gaining entire possession of the 
Erie road, purchasing its shares in the 
open market. _ It is this attempt to 
secure possession of the requisite nura- i 
of Erie shares that has brought about ^ 
the most extraordinary of the many ex- 
traordinary railroad fights ever witnessed 
in Wall street, now familiarly known and 
likely to pass down into history as the , 
“Great Erie Railroad W’ar.” 

Any one unfamiliar with Wall street 
tactics might think it a very simple thing 
to buy a certain number of railway shar .s, 
provided ycu are willing to pay the m,ir- 
ket price for them. And so it 
would be if no one were interested in pre- 
venting you. Rut in this case many par- 
sons were interested in preventing Mr. 

\ anderbik from obtaining possession of 
Ihe Erie road. In the first place, Mr. 
Daniel Drew, one of the officers of the 
road, was violently opposed to it. .Mr. 
Drew is, like Mr. \ anderbik, a gentleman 
of great abi''*_> shrewdness, experience, 
and reputed ,.,-:il*h. He is believed to be

New York merchants and powerful West- | 
ern railroad corporations are ranged on his I 
side, fighting against the scheme of a gi- 
gantic monopoly which, destroying all ' 
competition, would have it in its power to ! 
dictate its own terms and its own price | 
for every piece of freight and for every ! 
passenger passing between New York and I 
almost the entire West. All those who j 
sufl'ered in purse, pride, or position by Mr. | 
Vander'oik’a earlier successes (a large and 
influential number), are likewise in Mr. 
Drew’s camp; while, on the other hand, 
many old shareholders of Erie, who think 
that their dividends would have been | 
larger if Mr. Drew had not controlled the ' 
road, would be glad to see him ousted 
from the management, and the same re- 
forms introduced on this road that have 
advanced the fortunes of Harlem. Hud- 
son River, and New York Central. These 
are, therefore, fighting on .Mr. Vanderbilt’s 
side. Each party has its army of adhe- 
rents among the brokers, bankers, mon.ay- 
lendcrs, and speculators, all interested in 
the success of their party, and thus almost 
all Wall street is divided into two hostile 
camps, re.spectively commanded by Drew 
and Vanderbilt. 

lo make what follows intelligible to 
persons _ not familiar with stock opera- 
tions it is necessary to c.xplain that even 
the great wealth ot Mr. Vaiider’uilt and of 
ilis numerous rich friends is scarcely 
great enough to enable him and them to 
buy outright and pay for the majority of 
the stock of these ditferent railroad com- 
panies, whose united capital exceeds the 
enormctis sum of eighty millions of dol- 
lars. Whenever, therefore, any amount 
ot shares has been bought and paid for 
they are immediately used as security for 
loaiis cf further sums of money from 
bat ks and other money-lenders, to be em- 
ployed in purchasing fresh shares, which 
ate Egaiu in their turn use! as security 
fer suit further loans to bay still mors 
sl.art s with. This is not the precise form 
ill which the operation is carried on in 
Wall street, hut the practical result is as 
described. Now, when a banker down 
town lends money on the security of rail- 
road or other shares he does not lend any- 
thing like the full value of the shares as 
they sell in the market; on the contrary, 
if a share of Erie is selling for sixty doi- ■ 
lars a banker will not advance more than 
forty or forty-five dollars upon it; and if, 
after he has advanced forty-tive dollars up- 
on it, the market price should decline to { 
fll'ty dollars, he will immediately call | 
iu the whole of bis loan or insist 
upon the borrower’s returning him a suffi- 
cient part of it to leave the remainder at j 
a figure still much below the market value 
of the shares which he holds as security. 
In this way it is easy to see that Mr. Van- 
derbilt and his friends had to use each lot 
of Erie shares that they bought as secu- 
rity for loans to buy more shares with, and 
that the higher the market price of Erie 
shares the more money they could borrow 
upon them and the more fresh shares they 
could buy. It became thus the interest of 
the Vanderbilt parly to advance, or at 
least to maintain, the market price of 
Erie shares. It is equally easy to see not 
only that, the lower the price of Erie 
shares, the less money could they borrow 
on them and the fewer fresh shares could 
they buy, but also that if the shares went 
very low, the money borrowed upon them 
would have to bs all returned, and proba- 
bly the shares themselves sold in the mar- 
ketTo pay the loans. Mr. Drew’s object 
is to prevent Mr. Vanderbilt from buying 
the Erie s'uarcs; the lower they sell and 
the more dilficult it is to borrow money on 
them, the less Mr. Vanderbilt can buy 
them. Mr. Drew’s interest consequently is to 
depress the price of Erie shares and to make 
money as scarce as possible. It is prin- 
cip.ally through his success in accomplish- 
ing the latter part ot his object that the 
quarrel has acquired so great a notoriety, 
and is watched with so general and wide- 
spread an interest. 

Leaving aside details not easily c.xplaln- 
ed within the compassoia newspaper arti- 
cle, the course of the war has been as fol- 
lows; In order to depress the price of Erie 
shares, Mr. Drew and his fellow-directors 
(placed in that position to guard, protect, 
improve, and increase the value of the 
pioperty under their care) suddenly, mys- 
teriou.«ly, and, it is said, illegally, issued 
ten millions ot dollars of new shares of 
the Erie company, and caused them to be 
sold in the market, producing a sudden 
over-supply of the shares, depressing the 
the price very materially, causing many 
I'r'ghtcned holders to sellout, possessing 
tl.t iiuelves or the company of a very large 
sum if icudy money, and enabling them- 
scl- es and their friends to buy Iarg-> num- 
bti.-, of shares at a very low figure. Mr. 
Vui.dcrbilt and his friends were supposed 
to have bought at the high prices, and con- 
sequently would find it ditHcult to bor- 
rtv> momy on the shares after the heavy 
frill. Rut in order to make sure 
that it would be diUicult if not impossible 
for them to borrow money on Erie or any 
other shares, other measures were resort- 
ed to. Not only, it is said, was all the 
money borrowed in advance that the Drew 
patty could procure, so as to prevent the 
Vanderbilt men from borrowing if, but 
the money obtained from the sale of the 
ten millions of new stock was, it is said, 
placed in the Tenth National and other 
hanks in the form of a special deposit, 
which prevented the banks from using it, 
as they do all other deposits, to relieve the 
wants of other borrowers. The issue of 
new stO(k was so evideutly a mea.siire of 
doubtful legality that, upon application ot 
some of the old stockholders, an injunc- 
tion was immediately issued by one of the 
courts of the city to restraiu the directors 
from issuing further shares, and from 
using the money obtained from their sale 
for any of the purposes for which it was 
pretended to be required, and appointing 
a receiver to take possession of the road 
and its property. Then followed what it 
is scarcely an exaggeration to describe as 
one of the most disgraceful prostitutions 
of legal forms ever witnessed, mote like 
the tricks of the noisome creatures that 
infest the petty police courts, and t'uat 
plead for prostitutes and thieves, 
then what should be expected of gentle- 
men engaged in obtaining or defending 
their rights in a civil suit in a court of 
equity in a civilized community. The 
spectacle was witnessed of a half a dozen 
judges at one and the same time issuing 
attachments and injunctions against 
pilaintiffs and defendants and against one 
another; lawyers and judges called out of 
their beds in the middle of the night, and 
respectable gentlemen waylaid in the 
street or hustled into their own doors to 
strve warrants and attachments upon 
them; men heretofore con.sidered of good 
standing and average character evading 



I the laws of the St.ate by stealing away like 
thieves into a r.eighbi>rii)g State, carrying 
with them millions of money which they 
hold in trust, \i by any honest title, and, 
again, organized marauding expeditions 
sent after them in the hope of bringing 
them back by illegal violence, in order to 
make them amenable to legal prosecution 
in this State. It is difficult to state with- 
out indignation what an amount of de- 
pravity ha.s been developed by these quar- 
rels, but still more JifBcull to understand 
or even conceive the dense moral apathy, 
vpdifference, nay, the ghastly relish even, 
with which so much wickedness is gener- 
ally regarded. 

Mr. Drew, and some of his fellow-di- 
rectors, finding that the courts of this 
State were not likely to sanction all his 
actions, nor leave him his personal free- 
dom, has exiled himself and all the mova- 
ble properly of the Erie Road to Jersey 
City, where, under the protection of a large 
body of special policemen, be is directing 
the management of the roid, and is ap- 
plvii’g to the New .lersey l.egi.sla'iire for 
a charter to make the Erie rnail a Jersey 
corporation, and remove it from th« rig'it- 
ful control of the Nc-w York State cour. -i, 
while, with an a.ssurance almost in ;re<li- 
ble and a coiitemptuousness aim ist unde- 
served, be is at the same time trying to 
obtain from the New York Legislature an 
act to legalize the illegal issue of new 
shares. Incredible as it may seem, the 
prospect at present is tha* he will succeed 
ill both these schemes. Verily, we live in 
strange times.

New Black Dye for Wool — A valua- 
ble Bi.iline dye for wool of a beautiful 
• solid b'uck, which resists all tbe agents 
that usually discharge the color of black 
cloth, has just been announced. The 
yarn or cloth is first steeped for an hour 
in a bath nearly at boiling heat, composed 
of two pints of water, seveuty-tive grains 
biebromate of potasea, forty-six grains 
sulphate of copper, acd thirty one grains 
sulphuric acid. After tbit the material is 
well washed, and then plunged in a solu- 
tion of oxalate of aniline of one or two 
degrees ofBeaume’s hydrometer.

ford, filled some new oil casks with grass, 
green from the meadow. After a year hal 
elapsed he found it in the same condition 
as when headed up.

tion of a creditor is in its very nature so 
obviously a contested matter that it 
would seem it could be raised only in the 
District Court itself. Rut, waiving this 
question and the irregularity of the Reg- 
i.-ter overruling the motion and thus de- 
ciding a contested matter, I have no ob- 
jection, as the parties desire to have the 
question raised disposed of, to treat the 
n otion as regularly made. 

The 29th section of the bankruptcy act 
provides that at anytime after the expira- 
tion of six months from the adjudication 
of bankruptcy, or if no debts have been 
proved against the bankrupt, or if no as- 
sets have come to the hands of the as- 
signee, at any time after the expiration of 
sixty days » a a 

the bankrupt may apply to the Court for 
a discharge from his debts. 

I see DO difficulty in determining the 
meaning of this provision. It seems to 
me clear that it allows the bankrupt to 
apply for bis discharge after the expira- 
tion of sixty days from the adjudication, 
ar.d within six months either when no 
debts have been proved or when no assets 
have come to the hands of the assignee. 
It is only when both debts have been 
proved and assets have come to the bands 
of the assignee that the discharge cannot 
be applied for until after the expiration 
of six months. 

It is a little irregular that Mr. James, in

SPEECH. 

Wa.sui.xutox, March 30. 

The attendance in the galleries of the 
Senate fc-day wa.s larger than on any pre- 
vious day of the trial. It had gone 
ahread that General Butler was to open 
the prosecution with a powerful speech, 
and the desire to bear him, as expressed 
in the demand for tickets, was very great. 
There bad been some talk of abolishing 
the ticket system, and many were in 
hopes that the galleries would by to-day 
be free to all, but such was not the case. 
The blockade was more rigid than ever, 
and no person was admitted without a 
ticket. It was noticeable that there was 
not a single colored person in the entire 
as.'^t mbiage, and the fact was remarked 
and commented upon by a number of col- 
ored persons who bung upon the verge of 
the .Senate wing of the Capitol all day, 
and wondered why they could not get in 
as well as white folks, whom they saw ea- 
ter in hundreds. 

I.pgislative business commenced at 11 
o'clock, to enable the conference commit- 
tee on the tax bill to make their report 
and g« t it ado]>ted before the court met. 

I Half-past 12 arrived, however, and 
found the report still under discussion 
Mr. Washburne promptly announced that 
legislative business mast cease, and there- 
upim vacated the chair.

He was attentively listened to for a while, 
but before the close of the first hour the 
audience on the floor and in the galleries 
seemed to weary of the matter, and there 
was nothing in what they beard afterward 
to excite them info wrapt attention.

Ealsixsaxd Ct’KCAXT.s — The nnmerous 
varieties of grapes which produce the va- 
rious wines of commerce are the effects I 
simply ot different degrees of climate and j 
soil. Thus we find that different districts 
produce fruit more or less valued fur the 
abundance or ricbnes.s of their juice. 
The smaller berries are generally the most 
esteemed forthis purpose. In some dis- 
tricts, however, the produce is quite unfit 
for wine-making, and the fruits are then 
dried aud form the raisins of our shops. 
All raisins, then, whether they be Musca- 
tels, Valencias, or whatever variety, are iii 
reality true grapes, differing from the wine 
grape only in size,or absence of the juicy 
principle which, to a considerable extent, 
detelops into flesh or pulp. The best rai- 
sins are grown on the Spanish shores of 
the Mediterranean, the climate about Va- 
lencia and Malaga apparently suiting them 
better than anywhere else. Kut raisins are 
also extensively cultivated in the lower 
parts of Greece, as well as in other parts 
ol the Continent. The Muscatel is the 
finest kind of raisins imported. The pre- 
paration or dry ing, upon which the value 
of the fruit to a great extent depends, i.s in j 
its case conducted differently from that of 
the common kinds. Usually the grapes 
are gathered in bunches when fully ripe, j 
and bung up or spread out to dry. These 
are aftetwards placed in vessels full of 
holes, and dippeil in a lye made of wool 
ashes and vanilla, with the addition of a 
little salt and oil. This brings the saccha- 
rine juice to the surl'ace, and causes the 
dark brown color as well as the crystalli- 
zation of sugar which is so characteristic 
of the cheaper ftuiL The best varieties are 
simply dried in the sun before remov.il 
from the tree. The fruit is carefully watch- 
ed, and when at the proper stage of ripe- 
ness the stalks cf the bunches are partly 
cut through and allowed to hang till dry. 
Amongst the many varieties of raisins 
known in commerce are Valencia, Den- 
ia.s, and Lexias from Spain, and Malagas 
from Malaga, in Grenada. All these varie- 
ties ot fruit are imported into this country 
in what are commonly called boxes and 
half boxes of half a hundred weight gross. 
The small light-colored raisins known as 
Sultanas we receive from Smyrna, and, 
as everybody knows these are devoiil of 
"stones,” or more properly seeds. This 
seedless form has been brought about by 
a higher state of cultivation, and usually 
fetches a higher price in m<vrket A com- 
mon cheap fruit is also imported from 
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MILITARY.

If the ancient Corinth no longer supplies 
us with the bulk of this most useful fruit, 
the whole of our imports are still brought 
from the numerous islands oMhe Archipe- 
lago and tbe neigh'ooriug shores of Asia 
Minor.

Disraeli’s great success is the more as- 
tonishing, because be never was able, aud, 
in truth, never cared, for making personal 
friends.

hold. I 

W. J. McDonald was called, and attest- | 
«d the nouheation of the present action 
•f Congress, and also attested the service 
of the resolution ot the non-coucurrence 
of the Senate in the removal of Stanton 
by the President ^ ' 

J. W. Jones. Deputy Marshal of th - ^a- 
yreine Court, was sworn, lie tes'iiied 
that he had known Gen. Lorenzo I'hotnas 
for six years, and had served upon him 
the summons of the District Supreme 
Court, on Uk- 21st of February, abou' II 
o clock at night, and made the return 
w hiefa was read. 

The resolution of the Senate that the 
President had no power to remove Mr. . 
Stanton was then read. I 

E E. Creery, an appointment clerk in ' 
the Treasury Department, was sworn, and 
testified to the form ot appointment used | 
in the d^artment prior to March, li»6T. i 
Some ^nators complained of not hear- ' 
ing, and Mr. Butler offered to repeat what 
the witness said, but Mr. Evarts said he 
preferred to hesir the witness himself. ' 
Mr. Stanbery inquired what was the qb- 
ject of the testimony. | 

Mr. Butler replied that it was to show 1 
that after the passage of the tenure-of- ' 
office act the President signed a different 
form of commission, made in accordance 
with said act, thereby recognizing its j 
binding force and legality. 

The witness testifi^ to the changes in- ! 
dicated, which were read by the Secretary ' 
of the I'reasury. The words stricken out 
were “During the piesanr* of the Presi- ^ 
dent for the time being.'' The form of 
the commission (or the Treasury appoint- 
ments was also produced, and the witness 
testified to striking out the same words 
above quoted, and the above substitution 
in their place of the words “unless this 
commission be sooner revoked by the 
President of the United States for the 
time being '' The commission issued to 
Mr. Cooper, Assistant Secretary of the 
I'reasury, Nov. 2>i, IJS67, was produced. 
Mr. Butler, continuing to examine, asked 
if the Senate was then in session. The 
witness said he thought not, and in an- 
swer to another question said Mr. Cooper 
did not qualify under that commission, 
but another commission was then read. 

Mr. Butler called for the reading of the 
letter of authority given to Mr. Cooper by 
the President on December 2d. 

V itness testified that Mr. Chandler re- 
signtd, be thought, a day before this let- 
ter. 

Croas-examined by Mr. Curtis — Witness 
staled tbe date when the change in the 
lorm of the commission was made was 
til of March, 1H>7. 

Mr. Van Hern, a member of the 
Bouse of Bepresentatives. stated that he 
waq present at the War Department on 
baturday, the 22d day of February, 1^63, 
at two minutes past eleven o'clocL, when 
Mr. Lorenzo l^omas demanded of Mr. 
btanton possession of the office of Secre- 
ury of War. 

Be testified that Gen. Thomas, after ex- 
changinc salutations with those present, 
said to Mr. Stanton, I am Secretary of 
V nr ad interim, appointed and authorized 
by the President to take possession of this 
office. Mr. Stanton ordered him to re- 
pair to his room and petiorm his du- 
ties at AssisUnt Adjuunt-Genersl, which 
be refused to do, saying he intended to 
exercise the functions ot Secretary of 
M ar, and would receive the mails of the 
depar.menL Mr. Stanton told him he 
would do ao at his peril. Gen. Th‘>mas 
left the room, and witness last saw him in 
the rcom of Gen. Schrirner. 

On cross examination by Mr. Stanbery 
the witness said he went there to pay a 
visit to Mr. Stanton, but not on public 
business; was accompanied by Messrs. 
Moorbead and Clark; did not know what 
their business wa.% they did not sUte 
what they went for he was not in the 
balut of taking a memoranda of conver- 
aalioLt, was prepared by having a large 
envelope in his pocket, no one requested 
him to do it; was about a minute after 
^neral Thomas left tbe room that Mr. 
Stanton followed him, before he reached 
tbe room he hesu-d conversation going on 
between Mr. Stanton and Gen. Thomas , 
did not nnderetand what was said, did 
not know where the envelope was on 
which he took the memoranda; was prob- 
ably destroyed he said he went with Mr. 
Stanton to Mr. Sebrivener's rooffls,and was 
requested by Mr Stanton to take notice 
tbe question he was about to ask Gen. 
Thomas, which was, whether he intented 
to oby bis orders as Secretary of War, 
Gen. Thomas replied that he did not; also 
said be intended to receive the mails, and 
acknowledged to the witness that he had 
saidao. 

Witness had been at the department 
half an hour before Gen. Thomas came. 
Be was not attended, nor was he armed 
so far as witness could see. Witness 
thought there had been some talking be- 
tween Mr. Stanton and Gen. Thomas in 
Gea. Sebrivener’s room before he enter- 
ed of a good-natured charaoter, as though 
there ha>! been some joking between them. 

W alter A. Burleigh, delegate from Da- 
kotah, was examined. 

Mr. Stanbery wanted to know the object 
of this examination, as to the conversation 
between tbe witness and Gen. Thomas. 

Mr. Butler replied, to show that the in- 
tent and pnrpose of Gen. Thomas was to 
take poeaessiOD of the War Department 
by force. 

Mr. Stanb^ objected to the testimony, 
and tbe objection was sustained by the 
Cb.ef J uatice. 

Mr. Drake said the question should be 
aulmiUed to the Senate, and appealed 
from tbe decision of tbe chair. 

Tbe Chief Justice said it was his duty 
ao to rule 

Mr. Drake said there was nothing to 
give the Chief Justice that right 

Mr. JohnaoD called Mr. Drake to order, 
on the ground that be could not debate 
the question. 

Then the Chief Jnstioe arose and said 
that be as Chief Justice of the United 
States ^ delegated by the Constitution 
to preside over the court of impeachment 
when the President of the United Slates 
was being tried. While presiding here, 

’ he became President of the Senate sitting 
as a high c<wrt of impeachment When a 
■KMBt of evidence, of form, or law came 
before the court, in the first instance the 
Chief Justice was the proper person to de- 
cide it and then the Senate, it being sub- 
miUed to them. 

At the suggestion of a member, Mr. 
Butler proceeded to quou from various 
oases of impeachment to Bmw that the 
presiding officer of impeachment has no 
right to decide a question of law or evi- 
denea Mr Butler complained that the 
maaagei> would be bound hand and foot 
by this decision. 

Mr. Drake opposed the ruling of tbe 
Chuir. 

The Chief Justice called the Senator to 
order. 

Mr. Conkling called for the reading of 
fhe seventh rale, and it was read. 

^ir. Bingham maintained that the rule 
<miy authwzed the Chair toaubait ques- 
tions to the Senate when the Teas and 
says were osJled for by one-b^, and 
that the Conutitution iteelf ia saying the 
Senate should have the sole power to try 
impeachment seUled the whole question. 

The rulings of Parliament decided that 
tbe preaiding officer knd no part in pass- 
ing on onestioM of law and fact, bat wss 
there on(y ia a ministerial capacity, with 
sio right to make a dacisioB. He contend- 
ed that it was a matter of great import- 
ance whether the House could use the 
Senate directly or srhetherthe Chief Jus- 
tice could stand between them He 
protested against the House being bound 
and UM before the feel of any man, how- 



ever pare and high be mic';t be. Iftbis 
precedent were established we might some I 
day have a Jeffries in the chair. We have I 
bad a Johnson in tbe White House and ' 
may have a Jeffries in the chair of the | 
Chief Justice. , 

The Chief Justice put tbe question 
whether his decision should be sustained 
by tbe Senate. 

Mr. Drake said the presiding officer had 
made a decision which he had no right to 
make, but, before h^had finished, Mr. 
Wilson moved that the Senate retire for 
consultation, but withdrew it, when Mr. 
Sherman asked the managers what were 
the precedents bearing un questions in tbe 
trial of impeachment in this conntry. 

Mr. Bontwell said the Chief .fustice did 
not preside as a member of the tri'ounal, 
for the Senate is given the sole power to 
try impeachment, which power gave it the 
right to decide all other questions as well 
as the question of guilt or innocence. 
He ■: Boutwelli did not object to the Chief 
Justice giving his opinion or ruling, iiut 
h'. should be subject to the decision of the 
Senate. 

Mr. Bingham read some abiitract au- 
thorities which he had collected touching 
the question. 

Ml Butler read from the report of the 
trial ot Judge CImse an instance where 
the ;:residing officer Lad put a question 
to the Senate for decision without c.vpress- 
ii g l.is opinion. 

Mr Flvarts Lad but a slnglr- ohstrvaiion 
to make, to aid the Senate on the quest;on 
submilted to it. Tbe honorable manag-r, 
Mr. Boutwell, recogni.:ing the great in- 
emvenietioe in retarding the trial from 
declaring ic favor of this rule to so nuin- 
eroDs a body on every interlocationary 
question, while admitting and insisting on 
the importance of the right of appeal, still 
intimates that the inanugers will allow tiie 
Chief Justice to decide, unless they see fit 
to object. 

On the part of the counsel for the Pres- 
ident. 1 have Ibis to say, that we will take 
from the court the ruling as to whether 
tbe first preliminary decision is to be 
msde by the Chief Justice or the whole 
body of the [Senate, but the connsel will 
not submit to the choice of the managers 
as to bow far tbe rule shall be departed 
fre m, or whether the rule shall be abided 
by. If the court decides tbe preliminary, 
we. as a matter of right, must insist that 
the decision shall lie final. 

Mr Bingham said the managers would 
not contest that point. 

Senator Wilson renewed his motion that 
the Senate retire for consultation.

It being a tie vote the Chief Justice voted 
; yea, thus giving a practical effect to the 
fiosition assumed by him as to his right 
to vote. The circumstance created some 
flutter on tbe floor and much amusement 
' in tbe galleries. 

The Senate, heeded by the Chief Justice, 
then, about 2 o’clock, retired for consulta- 
tion. 

I Soon after the galleries began to thin 
^ ont, and the members of the House gath- 
' ered in knots and indulged in boisterous 
conversation, while the counsel for tbe 
President consulted quietly together. One 
hour, two hours, three hours, passed, and 
still tbe Senators did not return to their 
, chamber. The few spectators in the gal- 
' lenet twaddled listlesaly,wbile most of the 
members sought other scenes more ebarm- 
! ir.g, and the general appearance of things 
' wus listless and. nninteresting. 

I At la st, at twenty minutes past six. the 
; Senators returned, and, tbe Chief Justice, 

! beving called tbe body to order, said: 

I 1 he Senate has had under consideration 
' tbe question which was discussed before 
' It retired, and has directed me to report 
j tbe following rule: 

Rule 7 — The presiding officer of the 
Senate shall direct all necessary prepa- 
j ration in the Senate chamber, and the 
j presiding officer of the Senate shall direct 
I all the forms of proceedings when sitting 
I (or the purpose of trying an impeachment, 
' and all forms during trial not otherwise 
; specially provided for; and the presiding 
officer on tbe trial may rule on all ques- 
; tjons of evidence, and on incidental ques- 
tions, which decision will stand as the 
judgment of tbe Senate, or he may, at his 
option in the first instance, submit any 
' such question to a vote of members of the 
Senate. 

I _ Mr. Butler intimated the managers de- 
sired to retire for consultation. 

I Senator Trumbull said, unless the man- 
agers desired the Senate to continue in 
* session, he would move an adjournment.

The above is a ba'ueas corpus case from 
Florida, tbe parties bavir g been convicted 
of muroer, and involves points similar to 
those in the McCardle case. 

Judge Nelson said a motion was made 
yesterday by Mr. Black for leave to argue 
tbe McCardle case under the aspect it 
presents in view of the recent act of Con- 
gress. One of the counsel, Mr. Black, 
was not in court, but tbe conclusion was, 
if there was no objection, the court would 
heal the argument at the opening of the 
Court on Wednesday. It should be here 
stated that Judge Black, on making 
tbe motion yesterday, said he did not 
think the recent act of Congre.ss with- 
drawing from this court jurisdiction in 
this class of cases was of any effect in 
the McCardle case.

About forty persons, among whom ' 
were many ladies, were seated at the din- | 
ner table. An ex-federal soldier named 
Collins, and Robert Kernehan, who served ' 
in tbe confederate army, sat vis-a-vis. > 
The latter is said to have been intoxicated. I 
They commenced a discussion with regard ! 
to afiairs in Arkansas, Collins defending 
the policy of the radicals in that State. 
Both soon lost their temper, and Kerne- 
ban, who was regarded by all who knew 
him as a desperate and dangerous man, 
placed his band behind him, and attempt- 
ed to draw a navy revolver which he car- 
ried on his person. Collins anticipated 
tbe movement, drew a seven-shooter from 
his breast pocket, and immediately fired, 
bitting Kernehan near the region of the 
heart, inflicting a wound from which the 
latter died within half an hour. Kerne- 
ban bad, in tbe meantime, got his we.apon 
out, but bis failing strength did not ena- 
ble him to level it at his antagonist. As 
he sank back in bis chair he tired, tbe ball 
hitting the table, and glancing therefrom 
through the clothing of a gentleman who 
sat a short distance off. 

Ccilius made no attempt to escape, and, 
after a preliminary exauiination, was ad- 
mitted to bail.

A PiiixcE.ss St.xrveii to De.xth. — “Re- 
colk-ctions of the Early Years of the 
Present Century” is the title of a work 
recently issued in England by the Hon. 
Amelia Murray, a septuagenarian of con- 
siderable note. The ladv, who is still in 
good health, pl^ed with' George III. and 
sat at the feet of Queen Charlotte. Queen 
Victoria said in a foot-note to her life of 
the Prince Consort that the Princess 
Charlotte died in childbirth through the 
gross folly of her medical attendant. This 
venerable author says: 

“I am positively of opinion that Prin- 
cess Charlotte was starved to death! That 
the heiress of England died from insuffi- 
cient nourishment! 

“A lady I know found the Princess one 
day actually in tears over her luncheon of 
tea and bread and butter. She had been 
accustomed to take a mutton chop and a 
glass of wine, and said she felt quite weak 
for want of it. Sir Richard Croft, her phy- 
sician, having forbidden any meat in the 
middle of the day. But she required a 
generous diet, and, having always been 
used to it, she felt the loss; yet the orders 
of her physician were strictly obeyed, and 
I think her life was the sacrifice. On the 
fatal termination of her illness. Sir Rich- 
ard Croft rushed into a room where Mr. 
Campbell was, exclaimed, ‘She is dead 
and the child, too,’ set off to London and 
destroyed himself." 

A statement was made at a late meeting 
of the New York Farmers’ Club, of perfect 
success in raising plums on trees planted 
on the edge of a pond; not a plum being 
stung that would fall into the water, while 
all of those bangin g over dry ground had 
the crescent mark of the curculio. 
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Elsewhere we publish a full report of 
the election at Gallatin, on Saturday, up 
to 2.30 P.M. At four o’clock nearly all 
the citizen special police threw otf their 
budges and the whole force was disband- 
ed. Some fifteen or twenty of them re- 
paired to the market-house, and were 
talking over the occurrences of the day, 
when they were startled by a measured 
tap from a westerly direction, and in a few 
minutes a company of about fifty negroes, I 
with glistening guns fresh from the araen- ' 
b 1 at NaFhville, came marching up toward ' 
the market-house, as if for an atf-ack upon j 
the disbanded police. 

Every man at once sprang to his feet, I 
and in un instant the whole town was in a 
blaze of excitement. The citizens and ' 
special police rallied in an almost iinper- | 
ceptibly short space ol time, and moved 
to meet tbe approaching blacks. On see- ! 
ing the whites advancing, Horner, who 
commanded the negroe.s, called out to the ' 
citizens to hold, ami at once ordered his 
ccmpaiiy to about face, and it moved 
away. So exasperated were a portion of 
the whiles that they were about to dash i 
after the insolent negroe.s, but were re- 
straited by the interposition of Col Tur- I 
ner, who, throughout the day, had labored ' 
zealously to prevent a disturbance. ! 

An explanation of the movement of the ' 
negroes was demanded by Col. Turner, 
and he was told by Horner that they were ; 
only being marched to a stable near for | 
shelter. 'J'hey were marched into a cross ! 
itreet, and Post Commandant Col. Leib j 
then persuaded them to march away to 
tbe fort, on the west side of the railroad, 
and disband. 

No further incidents of particular in- 
terest occurred during the balance of the 
day, and Sunday passed off quietly. Mean- 
while, recruits were constantly coming in 
for the negro force under Phillips, and 
yesterday morning the excitement broke 
out afresh upon the circulation of a story 
to the tUect that Phillips had declared h'e 
would march his negroes into the town at 
10 o’clock. Large numbers of whites had 
flocked in from tbe country, nearly all of 
them armed, and the greatest determina- 
tion was expressed to resist any advance 
of the negroes. Old and young were equal- 
ly determined. There were men whose 
heads were whitened with the frosts of 
seventy winters, who talked about fighting 
across a hair, and the young men silently 
clutched their arms and looked what they 
would have said. 

About 1 o'clock it was reported in town 
that Colonel Lieb had received orders 
from General Thomas to disarm the citi- 
zens, and another period of intense but 
undemonstrative excitement followed. 
This report was subsequently contradicted, 
Col. Leib denying that he had received 
any such orders. He stated, on the con- 
trary, that he had received orders not to 
take sides with either party, but to aid the 
civil authorities in quelling any disturb- 
ance that might occur. 

Though Col. Leib was understood to be 
in sympathy with the Radicals, his men 
were outspoken against the negroes, and 
evinced their determination neither to 
submit to moving beside them nor to the 
shooting dowmof white men. 

The Radicals claim tbe election of 
Laucke to the Chancellorship. He has a 
majority- of 29G in Sumner county, and 
■UHi majority ia claimed for him in Mont- 
gomery. Uartsville gave Barry 30 and 
I^aucke one. Lafayette, Macon county, 
gave Laucke 1C8 to 3G for Barry. Rob- 
ertson is-shid to have voted for Laucke. 
Stewart and Jacksou have not been heard 
tre ni. 

Judge Laucke arrived in this city from 
Gallatin yesterday. He alleges that the 
raising of the negro force was without his 
knowledge or consent, and that it was 
gotten up to protect Phillips from assas- 
sination ! 

The following special to the Union and 
Dispatch, received at a late hour last 
Light, furnished a graphic review of the 
situation at Gallatin; 

Gallatix, March 30 , 

A large number of countrymen flocked 
in early this morning, well armed. The 
negro militia were entrenched in the fort 
at the depot, threatening to march into 
town. There was a universal determina- 
tion to resist on the part of the citizens. 
An exciting rumor got afloat that the reg- 
ulars Lad been ordered to disarm the citi- 
zens in the afternoon. Gen. Tnomas sent 
orders that the troops should co-operate 
with the Mayor and civil authorities, and 
quiet was restored. The militia are still 
iu the fort, but are under promise not to 
approach the town. No uuea.4iuess is now 
felt.

Max ’TEURinLY Bittex by a Vuiovn

street. Third ,U'nrd, Allegheny, wa.s terri- 
bly bitten on Saturday night by a vicious 
horse belonging to him. Mr. Arshanbech 
was feeding the animal in his stable, when 
it suddenly caught his left arm in it.s 
mouth, and commenced gnawing it terri- 
bly. Mr. Arshanbech attempted to extri- 
cate hi.s arm from the animal’s teeth, but 
this only aggravated the animal the more, 
and it commenced gnawing the arm in 
several places. A brother of Mr. Arshan- 
bech then came up, and, seizing the ax, 
dealt the horse a heavy blow on the head 
with the blunt end of it, causing the ani- 
mal to loosen its hold. Mr. Arshanbech 
was taken into his house, and Dr. Hamil- 
ton summoned, who attended him. Uis 
arm was terribly gnawed iu several places, 
and almost severed. Fears are enter-

1 hen placing himself to windward of her, 
so as to break the force of the driving 
snow and the waves which alternately 
dashed over tnem, and there clung for 
five successive bour.s, refusing to leave 
her and save himself, which he could ea- 
sily have done by swimming. 

About daylight they were discovered in

to reach them by way of the pier, it being I ■*" 
eptirelj submerged by the unusual tide. I 
No boat being within reach which could i 
live in ihe heavy sea then running, a shad- : 
boat was brought from a distance, and at- i 
t« mpts made to reach them. Several i 
times the boat wis force! out to within a | 
fiw feet of the sufl'erers, and the man as 
often stretched out his arm to grasp it, but 
each time it was hurled back by the tre- 
inenilous seas, and the brave fellows in 
charge of her became almost discouraged. 

About !• o’clock a young gentleman, a 
resident of Spuyten Duyvil, Mr. N. S. 

Blanchard, appeared on the sceue of ac- 
tion, and immediately comprehending the 
(ituation, coolly tied a rope about bis 
W'aist, and started to wade out on the sub- 
merged pier. He had gone but a few 
steps when the heavy waves dashed him 
from his footing into the deep water be- 
yond. Instead of attempting to regain 
the pier, he_ bravely struck out for the 
spile to which the unfortunates were 
clinging, and at length succeeded in 
reaching them. Then securely tying the 
rope to the spile, the men in charge of the 
boat were enabled to draw it within reach 
of the sufferers, who were at once lifted in 
and curried to tbe shore, where every 
means were taken to recover them from 
their fearful state of numbness aud ex- 
haustion. 

Mr. Blanchard reached the shore by 
swimming, and, being congratulated upon 
the success of bis courageous act, dis- 
claimed all compliment, appearing to look 
upon his effort as a simple act of kindness 
and courtesy. The gallantry of the same 
young man on the occasion of his father s 
house at Spuyton Duyvil taking fire at 
midnight, on one of the worst nights last 
winter — the coolness aud judgment with 
which he crept through the flames and 
smoke, and with an ax cut away the burn- 
ing window-frame, and thus saved the 
house from destruction— was a fating pre- 
lude to his gallantry on the 21st.
